These are the continuing wor- 
ries of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission: | 

One, that one of our enemics 


will ‘‘find a way to make the | 


bomb in the bathtub’. . . that is 
to say, they will come up with a 
relatively quick, simple, inex- 
pensive method of production. 

Two, that since there is no se- 
cret, the day will come when al- 
most every nation will have the 
weapons. Almost all new nation- 
alisms, with Egypt as a present 
example, are trigger-happy and 
irresponsible. Possessed of atomic 
terror, they would become time 
bombs ticking away the deadly 
hours. 


Officials Shudder 

Atomic Energy officials shudder 
at the thought of a lot of plotting, 
ambitious generals and politicians 
having access to the atomic 
bombs and missiles. Few would 
have any hesitancy about plung- 
ing the world into an atomic 
war. Indeed, most of the extreme 
nationals deliberately would seek 
a way to bring on conflict. 

This nail-biting worry now has 
emerged into the news stories. 

Some top (but unidentified) gov- 
ernment officials have forecast 
an eventual demand for a stock- 
pile of atomic weapons by our 
Far Eastern allies once we go 
ahead and so arm the NATO 
countries of Europe. 

These presently include the 
Philippines, Nationalist China, 
South Korea and Japan. Only 
one of these, the Philippines, is a 
tested ally. And while that re- 
public has the most stable gov- 
ernment of any listed, it is in the 
process of stabilization and any 
depression in the economy might 
shake it down. 

Syngman Rhee, for example, 
for some time has been demand- 
ing access to such weapons. The 
thought of the volatile and erratic 
Rhee having control of atomic 
firecrackers causes our Army and 
State Department people to shake 
and sweat like a poor devil in the 
grip of a malarial chill, com- 
monly called the buck ague. The 
idea gives them nightmares and 
they wake in the night crying, 
“Oh, no. For God’s sake, no.”’ 

And yet, they-sweat almost as 
much for fear the Russians or the 
Chinese might one day loose such 
artillery from North Korea. 


‘ 
Formosa Base 

We have set up a guided mis- 
sile base in Formosa. It was this 
which, we now know, set in mo- 
tion the actions which culminated 
in the anti-American riots. The 
badly handled court-martial of an 
American who had killed:a Chi- 
nese became a catalyst. But the 
Communist plotting had begun 


with the news the United States 
would base a missile company 
there with atomic warheads. The 
most effective method of making 
the United States withdraw from 
Formosa would be by way of 
riots between the people and the 
occupying forces. 

It is not conceivable that, for 
all the pledges of support to 
Chiang Kai-shek, we would prvo- 
vide him and his troops with 
atomic weapons. His situation is 
hopelessly frustrated unless he 
can return to the mainland via 
an invasion which we would sup- 
ply, sustain and augment to the 
fullest. War, not peace, is the one 
last chance for the aging Chiang 
and his middle-aged army. And 
peace, not war, is what the White 
House and the American people 
want. Indeed, President Eisen- 
hower had hoped, somewhat 
naively perhaps, that in this sec- 
ond term he would be able to 
give all his time to the cause of 
world peace and leave domestic 


problems to his staff. We will not. 


be turning over atomic weapons 
to the Chinese Nationalists. 
~ Japan has a deep feeling 
against use of them, an opposi- 
tion seared there by Hiroshima. 
She would not likely seek such a 
stockpile. The Philippines might, 
for a long time, prefer to leave 
defensive use of them to us. 
Even so, one of the fears is at 
hand. Some of “‘the boys”’ are de-

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Civil Defense Gets 
One More ‘Report 


The Government Operations Commit- 
tee of the House of Representatives yes- 
terday issued an alarming report accus- 
ing the administration of gross negligence 
in failing to provide adequate protective 
measures against mass deaths from nu- 
clear weapons and radioactive fallout. 

The committee asked for construction 
of a multibillion-dollar shelter system to 
protect the population from blast, heat 
and radiation in case of nuclear attack. 

The GOP minority on the committee 
dissented in the report on grounds that 
“further studies are needed.” 


Further studies, indeed? There have 
been studies upon studies with the end 
result that no national plan for survival 
as yet has been arrived at after more 
than a decade. There have been so many 
disagreements about responsibility for 
civil defense—whether it lies in federal, 
state or local hands—that little has been 
done to work out a coordinated national 
program. 

There is considerable talk now that 
the major objective of past civil defense 
planning —evacuation—is obsolete. In 
the era of the supersonic guided missile, 
there is much on which to base that opin- 
ion. Attacks can come in the future with 
little or no advance warning. 

The minority report warns that a shel- 
ter program might lead to a ‘“Maginot 
Line” type of psychology. 

All of which points to the basic policy 
of our present military planning. That 
policy is to maintain massive retaliatory 
strength as a deterrent to attack. It, too, 
can lead to a “Maginot Line” type of 
thinking and a false feeling of security. 
Meanwhile, reductions in armed forces 
may make it impossible to fight other than 
a nuclear war. 


It might be that a shelter program will 
have to be undertaken to prevent certain 
destruction of most of our civilian popula- 
tion in atomic war. But thus far Con- 
gress has refused to support with appro- 
priations the meager program we now 
have. 

As the House report indicates, there 
has been a lot of foot-dragging by the 
administration on ways to save millions 
of American lives should an attack occur. 
What is needed is more concrete action to 
put effective plans into operation. There 
can be no excuse for the attitude that 
nothing can be done.

Roads Are Investments 
Which Pay Dividends 


Good ‘restment which 


roads are an in\ 


provides good returns to the taxpayers 
who pay for them. 
That, of course, is the theory upon 


which Congress based its decision to go 
ahead with the giant federal-aid high- 
way Under this theory, the 
users themselves will pay for the roads 
with gasoline taxes. 

The theory is confirmed by a recent 
study of the Georgia Motor Trucking As- 
sociation of a 11.9-mile stretch of the new 
four-lane highway in Bartow County. 
The association concludes, in fact, that this 
stretch of road makes an annual profit of 
more than 300 per cent on the funds in- 
vested in its building. 

Basing its figures on the total number 
of vehicles—3,364,570—traveling 40,011,- 
466 miles, the association estimates that 
$512,818 was paid in taxes and registra- 
tion fees. The profit figure was arrived 
at by amortizing the cost of the road over 
a 35-year period. 

This line of reasoning is sound. Good 
roads promote the general economy and 
increase motor transportation and safety. 
The main arteries—which have been neg- 
lected far too long in Georgia—not only 
pay for themselves but provide the taxes 
for continued improvements. 

The philosophy of the expanding econ- 
omy is thus extended to the road system 
as well as the concept that it takes money 
to make money.

Police Should Conduct 


Continuous Crackdown 


The Atlanta Police Dept.’s new “get 
tough” policy, although belated, already 
is producing results. 

In line with an order issued Friday 
by Chief Herbert Jenkins, police launched 
a general roundup of racketeers, hoodlums 
and vagrants. The 913 cases booked be- 
tween mid-afternoon Friday and 7:30 
a.m. Monday represented approximately 
twice as many aS were made during a 
similar period the weekend of July 6. 

Significantly, approximately ,200 of 
the cases made in the crackdown last 
weekend came under the heading of vice. 
Charges included possessing or selling il- 
legal liquor, gambling, operating or occu- 
pying dives, prostitution, vagrancy, carry- 
ing concealed weapons, violating the dan- 
gerous drugs law, etc. 

The results of the drive to date are 
gratifying. At the same time, the large 
number of arrests is an indication of how 
badly a general cleanup was needed. 

Meanwhile, the new Metropolitan At- 
lanta area lottery squad has begun mak- 
ing raids and arrests. Particularly en- 
couraging were the promises of support 
accorded the unit by law enforcement of- 
ficers from surrounding counties. Lt. W. 
M. Cox, head of the special squad, said 
that as far as he knew every county in- 
vited—with the exception of Forsyth 
County—was represented at a ‘meeting 
here Thursday at which pledges of full 
cooperation were made. 

The heat is now on the undesirable 
elements. It must be applied from all 
sides without letup. A spasmodie flurry 
will not get the job done. The community 
has the right to expect a continuous, vig- 
orous job of enforcement which will make 
law violators, the big and the little, pull 
up stakes or languish behind bars.

Now that the soil bank has about gone busted, at least I read in 
a paper that Congress has decided it should close up after this year 
and be written off as a failure, and now that Secretary Benson has 
declared that it is virtually impossible to control farm production, and 
now that the drought is over in many sections of the country and a 
bupper crop is in prospect, the problem of a farm surplus once more is

According to Mr. Benson, a 
“technological explosion” has 
taken place on the farm due to 
machinery and the production per 
farm worker has doubled in the 
last 15 years, which makes the 
problem of surpluses worse than 
ever. 

Now while it may be true pro- 
duction per worker has doubled in 
the last 15 years on the average, 
I'd like to point out in passing 
that this is no average farm out 
here and if my production is any 
better now than it was-15 years 
ago, I can't tell it.

This may be your claim, If so, religion 
ta, you is just one of those interests of life a man may take or leave, 
What is religion? An opiate, as the Communists claim? A refuge from 
the storms of lifey A benevolent institution in society? 


A fine fellowship of kindred 
spirits? A relationship with God? 
Religion is many things to many 
people. 

Suppose you are not at this mo- 
ment a religious person. You 
have a right to ask what re- 
ligion could do for your life. 
Henry Pitt Van Duesen of Union 
Theological Seminary in New 
York City is reported as saying 
that religion deals withthe mys- 
tery and mastery of life. 

Religion can help you solve the 
mystery of life. What is life all 
about? 

Every man must find the an- 
swer to this question before he 
can find any significance or 
meaning to life. 

When Mrs. Peter Marshall was 
a college student she returned 
from an evening church service 
and wrote in her diary: ‘‘Who 
am I? Where did I come from? 
Why am I here? Where gm I 
going? Until I find the answers 
to these questions I will not have 
peace of mind.”’ 

What does religion say about 
the mystery of life? It says that 
a man is made in the image of 
God.

Kremlin Stronger 


WASHINGTON — From 


extremely diverse 
sources we are getting a remarkable measure of 
agreement on the meaning of the big shakeup in

the Kremlin. During the past week Secretary Dulles, Premier Nehru and 
a number of Soviet emigres and escapees have all advanced just about 
the same judgments on the wholesale reshaping of the Presidium—with 


Khrushchev and Zhukov on top. 

They agree that it is the most 
significant Soviet event since the 
downgrading of Stalin. 

They agree that it reflects con- 
cessions to @anass opinion in the 
Soviet Union which, while final 
authority over everything - still 
rests in the Kremlin, means that 
this authority may be exercised 
less ‘“‘arbitrarily.”’ 

When the American secretary of 
state, the Prime Minister of India, 
and the Soviet emigres join in say- 
ing just about the same thing — 
that is quite a consensus. 

Dulles sees the recent upheaval 
in the Soviet ruling group as re- 
flecting the ‘“‘powerful forces for 
change which are at work within 
Russia’’ and as constituting ‘an 
irreversible trend’’ which may ul- 
timately alter the character of 
the regime itself. 

Nehru sees the removal of Ma- 
lenkov, Molotov and Kaganovich— 
the principal remaining Stalinites 
—from the Presidium as a trend 
toward “‘normalcy,”’ a trend which 
gives Soviet mass opinion consider- 
ation, even if it does not give it 
participation, in Soviet policy- 
making. 

The consensus of a large volume 
of Soviet emigre opinion also 
stresses the extent to which the 
Khrushchev leadership has gone 
to try to make life more tolerable 
and, to an extent, more comfort- 
able for the Soviet people. They 
point out that Khrushchev found it 
useful ‘“‘to make his enemies ap-

The net effect of the changes 
in the leadership confirms Khrush- 
chev’s dominant power. 

There still persists the question 
to which neither Dulles nor Nehru 
have addressed themselves. Does 
the shakeup in the Kremlin mean 
the Soviet dictatorship is weaker 
or stronger and, in the sense that 
its purposes of subverting the 
world are unchanged, less danger- 
ous or more dangerous? 

The end result of the “‘irfevefsi- 
ble trend,’”’ to which Dulles re- 
fers, may well be to moderate 
and liberalize the Soviet system. 
But I cannot escape the view that 
the ability of the Khrushchev re- 
gime to re-shuffle nearly half of 
the Presidium without liquidating 
anybody in the Stalin manner 
strongly indicates that for the 
present the dictatorship is thereby 
more resilient, more flexible, more 
capable of dealing with change 
without explosion than most peo- 
ple believed. 

This is why the Kremlin in light 
of what has happened is more 
formidable, not less formidable.

Allergies 


Get Worse , 
By the Year 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 

Allergy is the third most com- 
mon chronic ailment in adults 
and it is the leader among chil- 
dren. A pilot study among a 
small group of under par Chicago 


school children and their parents| *‘~ 


showed that allergy was present 
in one in seven of their parents. 

The disorder has many rami- 
fications and not every allergic 
person is disabled. A boy who 
suffers from an attack of hives 
every three years is not sick and 
the same can be said of a woman 
who gets a rash on her neck from 
wearing furs. Hay fever and 
asthma are more incapacitating, 
especially when they interfere 
with sleeping, eating and work- 
ing. 
Childhood is the time to nip 
an allergic condition in the bud. 

Otherwise there is a lifetime of 

trouble ahead and there is a 

good chance the malady will 

become worse. 

The initial attack may be due 
to sensitivity to a single sub- 
stance. With each’ succeeding 
year, the individu&l becomes sus- 
ceptible to additional allergens so 
that in time there are so many 
the exact irritants are not known. 
This fact may be put to practical 
value by helping the child avoid 
the most common culprits. 

The main troublemakers are 
animal dander, house dust, feath- 
ers, pollen, molds and certain 
foods. This means the family 
should not get a dog or include 
much wheat or corn in the meals. 
Dust can be minimized by uti- 
lizing bedroom filters and plastic 
coverings on mattresses 
omitting rugs and curtains from 
the decor. Feather pillows are 
out. 

If a mild allergy is neglected, 
it may become more severe.

ATHENS, July 22—These are the days when re- 


cording artists are popping up all over the state.

This volunteer program of 
transforming the written word 
into the spoken word is being 
carried out at the Athens unit 
of Recording for the Blind, Inc., 
a nationwide, nonprofit organ- 
ization that records educational 
materials for college-level blind 
students and circulates these

books free of charge. 

Although the Library of Con- 
gress has Braille books and the 
Talkinz Books, its collections 
generally don’t include educa- 
tional texts. Recording for the 
Blind attempts to fill this gap. 

The Athens unit has so far 
turned out a variety of books 
that range from world litera- 
ture to business law and which 
have been used by such stu- 
dents as an Atlanta grocer and 
an elderly woman in Maine 
as well as by students at the 
university. 

Mrs. Paul Hodgson, a former 
radio announcer who is chair- 
man of the unit, explained that 
the Athens unit is unusual in 
that its records are used in 
the correspondence . courses of- 
fered by the university's exten- 
sion service and are usually re- 
corded ‘‘on request’’ from. the 
home study students. 
SPECIALISTS 


Volunteer readers, who after 
being voice-tested and taught to 
use the machines, work an hour 
or more each week. When pos- 
sible, books are assigned to 
specialists in the field covered 
by the book. Hence, a retired 
teacher of business‘law record- 
ed a book on business law. One 
of the university English teach- 
ers helped record the sopho 
more English text. 

Recording a book is no small 
matter, remarked Mrs. Hodg- 
son. A survey text of English 
literature, just completed on 
the older discs, amounts to 300 
records. Even with the lonzer- 
playing records the average 
book involves 50 to 60 records. 
“CUDDLING UP” 


Some books are done at the 
request of the national organ- 
ization. One such book was 
used by a Wisconsin student 
who later wrote the Athens 
unit about how much he en- 
joyed ‘“‘cuddling up with a 
warm Southern voice on a cold 
Wisconsin night.’’ 

Many books are recorded for 
and used in university home 
study courses that give college 
credit. Miss Elizabeth Powell, 
home study supervisor and 
local secretary for Recording 
for the Blind, said that one At- 
lanta man has taken. eight 
courses and completed five 
with average or above aver- 
age grades. Exam questions 


are recorded and mailed out; 


with a minister or teacher as 
proctor, the blind students type 
out the answers and mail them 
back. 

When a student finishes a 
book, he returns it to Recording 
for the Blind’s record library 
from whence it may soon be 
dispatched again. And though 
the library is growing, demand 
always exceedg gupply, Mrs.

Behold the writers’ conference as a sign of the times! 

They abound all over the United States and on the ships at 
sea. (At least there’s a cruise to the Bahamas that specializes in 
lectures and courses for would-be writers.) And now there's one 
at the University of Georgia, beginning next Sunday and lasting 
for a week. 


It’s called the Southern Writers’ Workshop and although it's 
brand new this year, people have already written in from Ten- 
nessee and North Carolina, as well as all parts of Georgia, to 
sign up. The lecturers include the Georgia literary lights, which 
are almost as numerous as the stars in the sky, such illustrious 
figures as Annie Laurie Williams, who was Margaret Mitchell's 
agent, and some other New York literary agents and publishers. 


Designed to take the place of a vacation for writing-minded 
people who nevertheless must keep hours and work for a salary 
the rest of the year, this conference attempts to combine practical 
instruction, what the churches call ‘‘fellowship’’ and pure fun in 
a one-week program. All of this at a cost of $50, not counting your 
room and meals in the new at 
Athens. (Room rates are $4 and $6 a day, depending upon whether 
you have a private one or share one.) 


In years past there used to be a feeling 
solitary occupation and that people who ran around to meetings 
and conferences were talking, rather than writing authors 
don't know how that theory was exploded but it certainly seems 
to have gone up in smoke. The out-writingest, out-readingest peo- 
ple in the world are to be found at these conferences.

College in Vermont and I was astonished at the numbers of full- 
time, professional writers who came. Maybe they like to draw 
nigh to each other for comfort, these people who toil alone so 
much of the time. They like to hear how other writers write, bounce 
their ideas around and see if they have any resilience in them and 
pick up a spark from their fellow toilers if they can. 


People who sign up for the Southern Writers’ Workshop are 
entitled to send ahead one manuscript for criticism and advice 
Only the brave in heart will do this. The cold, clinical eye is 
not the one you really wish to see turned on your prose. What you 
want, what all of us want, is somebody who will handle ou 
brainchildren tenderly, who will see in the story what we saw in 
it, who will admire the writing for what we meant it to be i 
stead of what it is. In a Way the workshop that offers professiona! 
advice and criticism separates the men from the boys. If you can 
take the criticism, better still, if you can take it and use it, you 
will benefit by the workshop. 

Maybe you can’t. (I’m not sure I can. I still shiver at the 
merciless treatment a short story of mine received at the Middle- 
bury conference.) But in any case the session should be pleasant.

Gas Firm 


Asks Court 


A south Georgia natural gas 
firm asked Fulton Superior Court 
Monday to declare unconstitu- 
tional a 1956 act dealing with the 
financing of natural gas systems 
in Georgia. 

The South Georgia Natural Gas 
Co. asked for the ruling in a 
declaratory judgment petition in 
connection with its dispute with 
Georgia Public Service Commis- 
sion and another firm over gas 
service to a number of southwest 
Georgia counties. 

Named defendant in the action 
besides the PSC was Georgia 
Coastal Natural Gas Corp. of 
Alma. 


DISPUTED TERRITORY 

The petition also asked the 
court to rule void a certificate 
of necessity and convenience the 
PSC granted March 29 to the 


Alma firm for gas service to the 
disputed territory. 


SGNG contended that the 1956 
act, which provides for the is- 
suance of revenue anticipation 
certificates for the construction 
of natural gas lines, is unconsti- 
tutional because it excludes from 
its provisions municipalities and 
counties. 

It contends that these political 
subaivisions are subject to regu- 
lations the same as are privately 
owned and operated utilities. 


The plaintiff alleged that the 
Alma firm, by the nature of the 
system it proposes, is an inter- 
state firm and is not subject to 
provisions of the act under which 
the PSC was acting in its March 
22 decision. 


“UNLAWFUL REGULATION” 


Stretching the act to cover in- 
terstate’® firms would be an ‘‘un- 
iawful regulation en interstate 
commerce,’’ the petition declares.

Are interstate income differences doomed to even- 


tual disintegration? 


The answer to that question means a lot to Georgia. 
For right now Georgia and her sister states in the Southeast 


dim Monte 


are still on the bottom rung of the regional income ladder, despite 
the fact they’ve enjoyed the nation’s greatest rate of increase for 


a number of years. 

In other words, people in this part of the 
country still are not taking home their propor- 
tional. share of the nation’s paycheck. 


So it will come as good news that the an- 
swer to the above question is yes—albeit a 
qualified yes. 


“If the trend of the past 25 years continues, 
income differences among states would virtually 
disappear by 1980,"’ says the current issue of 
Business Scope, an economic newsletter pub- 
lished in Massachusetts. 


It points out that in 1929 per capita income of $1,159 in the 


leading state, New York, was 330 per cent higher than the $270 
average in the poorest state, South Carolina. 


By 1955, the margin between the highest and lowest income 


states had fallen to 165 per cent ($2,513 in Delaware,, compared 
with $946 in Mississippi). 


This pattern is reflected in the regional rankings. 
In 1929, the major areas of the country in order of per capita 


personal income, were Middle Atlantic, Far West, New England, 
Great Lakes, Rocky Mountains, Plains, Southwest and Southeast. 


Except for a switch between Middle Atlantic and Far West, 


the ranking was identical last year. 


The Southeast remained in last place, but its outlook is far 


more promising than is indicated by looking only at the per capita 
income ranking. 


For income levels in this region rose 250 per cent during the 


26-year period, compared with 120 per cent in the Middle Atlantic 
states and 140 per cent in the Far West, the top regions. 


Similarly, New York, the highest income state in 1929, experi- 


enced a 100 per cent per capita rise, while South Carolina, which 
stood at the bottom then, boosted its per capita payments by 310 
per cent. 


Thus the South is gaining on the Western and Eastern levels 


at the rate of more than 3 per cent a year. 


And if this rate of gain continues, regional differences will be

wiped out in barely two decades—meaning that by the time to 
day’s infants in Georgia have reached working age they’ll be 
able to command as good pay right here as they’d be able to in 
any state in the nation. 


Meanwhile, the state continues to lose too many of its ablest, 


best-educated young people to those regions that offer better eco- 
nomic opportunities. 


That's one reason why its most influential citizens are working 


day and night to build up its industrial economy. 


Georgia needs to speed up its rate of gain in per capita in- 


come payments in order to close even faster the gap still favoring 
many states in the wealthier regions. 


Perhaps it would do well to so intensify these efforts that 


such a goal could be accomplished in one decade, not two.
